SUMMARY OF INTERVIEW ON OCTOBER 1. 2002 



On October 1, 2002, Applicant's representative, Jonathan Pierce, called Examiner Monica S. 
Carter in an attempt to put the application in condition for allowance. Mr. Pierce and Examiner 
Carter discussed U.S. Patent 5,261,702 issued to Mayfield ("Mayfield"). During the interview, no 
particular claims were discussed; rather, a general discussion of Mayfield and Applicant's invention 
occurred. 

Mr. Pierce asserted that Mayfield did not disclose a receptacle with a descriptive iconic 
label. Examiner Carter disagreed because in her opinion Mayfield discloses a medicine receptacle 
having a label with a descriptive icon as set forth in her July 2, 2002 office action. 
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
